A  case  was  brought  before  Justice  Hall,  in 
this  place, last  Friday  evening  which  unjust¬ 
ly  placed  in  a  questionable  light  tiro  name 
and  reputation  of  Mr.  Amzi  Powleson,  one 
of  our  most  energetic  and  reliable  business 
men.  A  warrant  had  been  obtained  against 
him  by  H.  ('.  Spalding  for  a  theft  of  build¬ 
ing  materials,  at  Wutsossing.  An  examina¬ 
tion  at  the  Justice’s  Court  resulted  in  the 
complete  exoneration  of  Mr.  Powleson  from 
the  charge. 

It  seems  that  the  complainant,  who  is  erect¬ 
ing  buildings  at  Watsessiug,  borrowed  lum¬ 
ber  from  Powleson,  with  tho  understanding 
that  other  lumber  was  to  be  given  In  ex¬ 
change  when  it  should  arrive, on  the  ground 
Powleson  discovered  that  the  material  which 
it  was  proposed  to  return  was  far  inferior  in 
quality  to  that  which  he  had  loaned.  He 
received  consent, however, to  remove  it,  con¬ 
sulted  legal  counsel  and  was  advised  to  take 
possession  of  such  lumber  as  he  could  get, 
making  up  iu  quantity  what  was  lacking  in 
quality,  which  he  did.  He  was  then  threat¬ 
ened  w  ith  arrest  for  the  crime  of  theft, unless 
he  returned  tho  amount  of  lumber  in  excess 
of  u  hat  was  borrowed.  This  he  refused  to 
do.  The  arrest  followed,  when  Justice 
Hall  decided  that  no  “stealing”  had  been 
committed.  The  case  then  assumed  its  pro¬ 
per  nature,  and  will  be  adjusted  hi  the  civil 
courts

Property  all  along  the 
route  lias  already  appreciated  in  value  at 
least  a  hundred  per  cent.  Mr.  Pratt  e.sti- 
inates  ^  net  gain  to  the  townships  of  $15, 
000,^00  which  makes  the  $200,000  loss  of 
townships  bonds  in  Montclair.  Kearney, 
Woodside  and  Pompton  appear  insignificant. 
We  can  reasonably  hope  and  expect  that  this 
appreciation  is  not  visional yjbut such  a  sub¬ 
stantial  reality  that  the  gentlemen  who  have
